They 
will tell you Kesselring, like Rom- 
mel, set a very good example in 
the treatment of prisoners—a far 
better example than the Italians. 

“Apart from two instances, the 
Italians made few complaints to us 
about their treatment at the hands 
of Kesselring’s men. I still think 
he behaved like a soldier. I do not 
think Kesselring should die.” |

Above the Rules 

Again one of the better known radio 
comedians has been shut off the air for a | 
brief period for his insistence upon violation 
of a network rule.

In this series it has been noted 
that those persons who believed 
that the Army Canteen Fund 
should ecgntain some provision for 
offering assistance to veterans’ 
children for educational purposes 
favored the bursary system rather 
than a scholarship plan. At a time 
when there is a great deal of inter- 
est in education, and ially in 
providing incentives and assist- 
ance, it might be well to compare 
the relative purposes of these two 
plans. 

Briefly, a scholarship is awarded 
on the basis of outstanding achieve- 
ment. A bursary is awarded on the 
basis of need to deserving students, 
In this case at least, the distinction 
between the two is that the scholar- 
ship is for the brilliant siudent 
and is a prize for excellence, while 
the bursary is a grant which will 
enable the hardworking student of 
more average ability to con- 
tinue his, or her, studies. Actually, 
I believe that both forms of assist- 
ance have their proper place and 
should be considered as comple- 
mentary, Both serve useful func- 
tions. 

* & & 

THE SCHOLARSHIP usually 
carries a substantial cash grant 
but basically it is a recognition of 
special merit. The prospect of 
both the recognition and the cash, 
or other reward, acts as an incen- 
tive to students in the top classi- 
fication of ability to put forth even 
greater effort. However, it fails 
to assist the average student who 
usually realizes from the outset 
that he has little hope of getting 
it in competition with the more 
brilliant students. 

The bursary, on the other hand, 
may be awarded in different ways 
or under a combination of circum- 
stances. Usually, to qualify for a

Forgery Charges 


Spared from a jail term during 
the past three years by two men 
who had faith in him, Wilbert E.
